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i. On 6 August the Somali Youth Leazue transmitted through the Serfor 
Civil Affairs Officer, Reserved Areas, a letter to tas Sinclair 
Co. which atated that the Somalis intended to be indevenden’ of 
Ethiopian rules and that the Sinclair Co. should desl with che 
Somalis directly. 


2. On 8 August a Sinclair geological crew convoy of vehicles was 
surrounded by "a wild howling mob of young Somalis"® whe stoned 
and considerably damaged several of the vehicles. he incident 
occurred one hour south of Dagabur in the Ogaden. Te mob was 
dispersed by police atteched to the District Commissioner at 
Awareh without fliring,and some arrests were made. o personnel 
of the Sinclair Co. was injured. 


So On 2 August the same convoy proceaded o1 its way and was fired 
upon by "6 banditsa™ who wounded a driver and shyt out one tire 

of a sruck, The driver of this truck wags robbid. Another truck 

arrived with two native colicemen who fired ito the brush and 


dispersed the attackers without drawing retu-n fire. j

would not submit to it in future. They further stated that the 
British occupation was, in their rinds, purely temporary.
